The bicyclists of New Jersey have won a 


victory over the turnpikes by a judicial de- 
cision that they are not obliged to pay toll. 
This was because the turnpike charter speci- 
fied that tolls could be charged only upon 
beasts, or vehicles -drawn by beasts. As 
those who ride bicycles do not draw their 
wheels, but ride them, neither can men and 
women, boys and girls, be designated as 
beasts, they cannot be made to pay loll. 
New Jersey, however, is one state and Penn- 
sylvania another. Our judges may not take 
that view of it, and manage to construe the 
law in some way so as to save the revenues 
of the turnpike companies. Another ques- 
tion will arise, also, when horseless carriages 
become common. They will not be drawn 
by beasts, but will have wheels that will cer- 
tainly wear out turnpikes as bicycles do not.

Accident at No. 2's. 


The only accident in Bristol on the Fourth 


of July wns a serious one and resulted in 
the injuring of Thomas Longstreet, John 
Kessler and Charle* Cobley, three well 
known Bristol men. The four-inch cannon 
which has been the property of No. 2 Fire 
Company for yeais was again made to do 
duty on the Fourth in celebrating the day 
by periodically belching forth large charges 
of povfder rammed tightly down the muzzle. 


On Monday the gun had been doing good 


service up to nearly noon when the accident 
happened. The cannon was securely fast- 
ened to a sot of cart wheels and tilted up in 
the air at an angle and pointed over the 
freight station opposite. 
Longstreet and 


Kessler were at the muzzle ramming home a 
charge of powder and Cobley was keeping the 
touch-hole closed with a piece of chamois 
when the explosion occurred.

ramrod used shot out the cannon, tearing 
the flesh ofl their hands, and never stopped 
unlil it hit Ihe house of Mrs. Condy, on Kace 
street, nearly a mile distant, where it went 
through the roof and the ceiling to the sec- 
ond Boor.

We 
found a bairel of beans way up on the hills 
I guess the fire got too hot tor them and 
they flew the coop. They say they are fight 
ing continually at Santiago. 
We are only 


about 30 miles from there. 
There is a cable 


here now that runs from Mole, Hayti, to the 
States. It costs about a dollar a word to 
send a message. 


There has been very little rain since we 


came here, and the sun seems to get hotter 
every day. The sand is fierce. We lay in 
the bottom of Ihe trenches undweare full of 
dust and dirt when we get up.

WHAT BROPHY DID. 


' As most people will remember, Sena- 
tor Stuart's political death occurred in 
1891. 
After that bitter fight with Mc- 


Croedy tho broken old man, half stunned 
and lialf frenzied, retired to his country 
houff. at Eiver Mnuor. There for near- 
ly tv, o years ho did nothing. Then in 
1898 
ho conceived tho idoi* of writing 


his r; miiiisceuces. 


Tim work progressed with Furpribing 


rapidity. Hi* memory, which covered 
three quartern of a century, mroly fail- 
ed him, and iu four months ho had fin- 
ished his rcminibceuccs up to tho Mc- 
Crer-dy episode. Thcro ho halted. Tho 
recoi'l of Iiis long life was ono scries of 
triuiiiphfl or of defeats that wero moro 
honni .tlilo than supcesses. The McCreocly 
episode, however, was BO humiliating 
in it-i ovory aspect that it scorned that 
tho old senator could not bring himself 
to tell tho story, yot it was, necessary, 
ns thi re was no ouo but himself who 
could vindicate his honor. If thoro was 
to ln> an cxpltuintiou, he must make it. 
Still tho bare mention ol' 1800 and 1891 
mado him wiuco, aurt every timo ho 
spoko tho niuno McCreedy he would 
sink into a stato of profound melan- 
choly. 


"It's warm today, Wi'inwright," ho 


would say to his scuroliuy. "I'll work 
tonight." 


Then at night ho would say: "I can't 


work tonight. Tomorrow morning I 
elial) feel moro liko it." 


This wont ou for iv fortnight, and the 


reminiscences consequently remained 
stationary at thin point. 


"In 1891 I became tho candidate

One hot midsummer day young Wain 


Wright sat in tho library at River Man- 
or idly reading 'Treasure Island.'

Belgian and German Farming. 


In Belgium a two acre holding is 


sufficient to maintain a farmer and his 
family. 
The typical two acre farm in 


that country contains a patch of wheat 
or rye and another of barley. Another 
fair portion grows potatoes. A row of 
cabbage grows all round on the sloping 
sides of the ditches, with a row of on- 
ions just inside, leaving bare walking 
room between them and the grain. The 
shade trees round the house are pear 
trees. 
Every foot of land is made to 


produce, and the fanner keeps pigs and 
chickens. 


In Germany, out of 5,270,000 farms, 


1,223,000, or 28 per cent of the whole, 
are each under 2>£ acres in extent, and 
of the farms above 50 per cent are cul- 
tivated by the owner himself, over 
per cent partly so, or about 85 per cent 
altogether, leaving 15 per cent out of 
every 100 per cent that are let to ten- 
ants. In Germany, notwithstanding 
this small size of a large proportion of 
the farms, 178 outof every 1,000 inhab- 
itants are nevertheless engaged in agri- 
culture, whereas in England no more 
than 53 are thus occupied, in Scotland 
only 61, though 195 per 1,000 in Ire- 
land being thus engaged raises the pro- 
portion in the whole United Kingdom 
to 73 out of that number, less than 
half, however, the percentage so em- 
ployed in Germany.
